The terms of the reference of the Study Group were as 
follows :— 

(a) To review generally the working of Ihe scheme for 
financing of handloom weavers through Co-operative 
Soclcties/Banks out of refinance from the Reserve Bank 
of India and to suggest modifications and improvements 
in the working of the scheme, if required. 

(b) To study the specific role played by he Central Coope¬ 
rative Banks and State Co-operative Banks in arriving 
at the quantum of credit required for financing of 
handloom weavers and to indicate a more effective role 
for the banks for the purpose so that the credit estimates 
and the credi limit applications are realistic, 

(c) In the light of the above, to assess the credit requirements 
of handloom weavers’ co-operative societies including 
the Apex Societies during the next two or three years 
and to give a broad indication of the magnitude of 
finenaial requirements and in llis connection make 
suitable recommendations in regard to strengthening of 
the primary weavers societies/Apex Societies etc. and 
also of the co-operative financing panks. 

(d) To study the present position in regard to arrangements 
for co-ordination at the State level and district/regional 
level in regard in handloom financing between the 
Cooperative Department, Industries Department/Di¬ 
rectorate of Handlooms and Co-operative Banks and 
to point out the existing inadequacies, if any, and make 
suitable recommendations for remedying them. 

(e) To consider any other problem which is relevant to 
the above terms of reference and make recommenda¬ 
tions. 

The report submitted by the Study Group contained 53 
recommendations relating to various aspects of scheme of 
handloom finance. These recommendations were scrutinized in 
depth by an Inter-Ministerial Committee headed by Shri Maui 
Narayanswami, Development Commissioner for Handlooms. 
The decisions arrived at on each of tho recommendations as a 
result of such consideration are indicated in Anr.exure. 

The recommendations of the Study Group as accepted by 
Government of India are required to be implemented by various 
agencies in charge of Handloom Industry and those responsible 
for development and providing institutional finance for the 
Industry.

51. We recommend that the Re¬ 
serve Bank may consider 
opening a line of credit on 
beha.f of cooperal ; ve spin¬ 
ning mills for handloom 
weavers/handloom weavers 
societies as in the auc of 
cooperative sugar mills for 
meeting their working capi¬ 
tal requirements against ple¬ 
dge hypothecation of yarn 
under Section I7(4)(c) of the 
Reserve Bank of India Act. 
Tho Government of India 
may also consider granting 
subsidy to the mills so as to 
bring down their burden of 
interest on borrowings. 
(Para 7.10). 


Acceptable in principle. 
The financial and other 
implications of imple¬ 
menting this recom¬ 
mendation will be fur¬ 
ther examined hy the 
Government of India 
and the Reserve Bank 
of India. As far as 
granting interest subsidy 
to Cooperative Spinning 
Mills in respect oi 
their working eapiutl 
finance is concerned, 
the Government of 
India will wink out the 
modalities of such- 
schemes in consulta¬ 
tion with State Govts,/ 
Union Territories. The 
Reserve Bank will take 
appropriate action in 
due course. 


52. We recommend that the Re¬ 
serve Bank may provide re¬ 
finance facilities at conces¬ 
sional rates on behalf of 
weavers societies for run¬ 
ning their units for pre¬ 
weaving and post-weaving 
processing operations, if 
such units satisfy the cri¬ 
teria of small scale indus¬ 
tries. If they do not satisfy 
the criteria of small scale 
industries, they should be 
treated on par with consu¬ 
mer type of cooperative 
spinning mills for refinance 
facilities from the Reserve 
Bank. (Para 7.12).

Wo suggest that the Reser¬ 
ve Bank miy allow the Cen¬ 
tral Cooperative Banks to 
finance the weavers societies 
for granting consumption 
credit to their members 
under appropriate ceilings 
and norms prescribed by the 
Reserve Bank and such ad¬ 
vances granted by the banks 
to the weavers societies may 
be reckoned as a legitimate 
charge on the owned funds 
of the banks. (Para 7.14). 


Accepted. Rescue Bank 
of India will issue 
appropriate instructions 
to Stale Governments/ 
Union Territories and 
Cooperative Banks.
